treating cotton seed to control seed 
born diseases. J/Ir. Calhoun made his 
treater by running a pipe through a 
steel drum, welding it to the drum 
and supporting it on sawhorses. Other 
details of his treater are: a tight door 
to the barrel, a crank for turning, a 
smooth mixing board placed to one 
side of the pipe that extends through 
the barrel, and ample height on the 
sawhorses so that the treated seed 
may be removed without danger to 
the operator. The cost of material for 
treating cotton seed is fifteen or less 
cents per bushel. The value of treat- 
ing varies but reports last season <;ave 
treatment the credit for not replanting 
completely. 
Normally the value is 


10 to 15 per cent increase in seed 
cotton produced. Mr. Calhoun says 
treating, cotto nseed is probably the 
simplest farm practice that farmers 
may adopt to pay the highest returns 
for the amount invested.

Australians for generations have 


expected war with Japan. Now that 
it's here the island continent is read- 
ier Ihnn ever—with a new life-line 
road through its lifeless interior, n 
new sea base, and a greatly streng- 
thened army, nnv ynnd air force. 


Example of Australia's drive to pre- 


pare for war is Port Darwin. Two 
years ago only a drowsy pearling sta- 
tion, it has become ;> bristling north 
coast sea base, already the target of 
Japanese bombers. It depends upon 
and is the reason for the new over- 
land highway which links Darwin 
to the rail span extending from Alice 
Springs to southern Adelaide, Mel- 
bourne, Sydney and Brisbane. 


Straight through the continent, 650 


monotonous miles, the main section 
of the road was built by 1,400 men 
in 93 days late in 1940. Later it was 
extended to the northern coast. Only 
bored wells', at 50-mile intervals, break 
the level, -strnight-nway monotony.

precursor of Bolivian inde- 


pendence, , never lived to see his 
nation freed from Spanish tyranny,

Murillo was born in La Paz, 


capital of Bolivia, in 1759, and

ousted the Spanish authorities.

one-ton .buffalo outlaw, died ns he 
had lived — fighting.

against all comers in the stale-owned 
buffalo herd that roams the wind 
swept mesas of House Rock Valley, 
north of Grand Canyon.

years aog his supremacy was chal- 
lenged by a younger bull.

pi ound-shaking battle, the old bull 
was defeated. Winded, slashed, his 
mane dripping with blood and his 
breating tampered by broken ribs, 
he quit the herd for good. 


Known since then as Old Rene- 


gade, he ranged alone on the sage- 
brush ridges and cedar breaks under 
Buckskin Mountain. His disposition 
grew worse. He began tearing down 
cattlemen's fences and charging horse- 
men whenever he encountered them. 


Old Renegade 
became 
a ton of 


nuisance .Tli,e only redeeming fea- 
ture was that tye was a perfect speci- 
men of buffalo. 


The Arizona game and fish commis- 


Eipn, legally his guardipn, decided 
everyone concerned would be bet- 


ter off with Old Renegade eliminat- 
ed. Accordingly, it authorized Ted 
tliger, Mesa, Ariz., hunter, natura- 
list and taxidermist, to kill the old 
bull. 


After two days of hunting with auto- 


mobiles and horses Sliger parly found 
Old Renegade in a canyon.

Should Plant 
Where Cotton Dies 
From Root Knot 


"What can we do wilh very sandy 


areas where cotton dies ouf froir) at- 
tacks of root knot and cotton wilt*" 


In reply to this question that has 


been asked many times, -Oliver L-. 
Adams, county agent, se',d that "dur- 
ing the present emergency, at least) 
peanuts may prove a very good crop 
for such soils, provided the soils are 
suitable for peanut growing in other 
respects." 


Accoi'ding to information recived 


from V. H. Yound of the University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture, 
peanuts are vary tolerant of root knot, 
and are generally almost entirely free 
of the disease. In North Carolina, he , 
said, peanuls have been found to corir • 
trol root knot almost as well as clean 
fallowing the soil. 


"Since there is a real demand fof 


peanuts at the present time," the 
plant pathologist said, "farmers may 
well consider using sandy root-knot 
areas, including garden spots that are . 
no longer profitable because of root ' 
knot, as areas for planting peanuts."

Patriotic landlords in many com- 


munities already have met the chal- 
lenge by co-operating with fair-rent 
committees, moving voluntary to ad 
just their charges to the July 1, 1941, 
level. This will bring rents in most 
towns and cities into agreement with 
the price control bill. 


Authoritative and hard-handed im- 


position of strict rent ceilings will 
result, Washington hints, unless pro- 
perty owners and local committees 
handle the situation. Henderson does 
not now have absolute rent-control 
power, but there is little reason to 
think he could not get it.

usual in some cases. For this reason, 
the county agent declared, Hemp- 
stead county^ farmers should estimate 
their fertilizer needs earlier than us- 
ual and place their orders. This will 
also offset the disadvantages of un- 
avoidable delays, and will permit the 
farmer to obtain substitutes for fer- 
tilizer materials which are not avail- 
able. 


In an attempt to prevent an infla- 


tion in the price of fertilizer, accord- 
ing to County Agent Adams, the 
United States government has "froz- 
en" the price of mixed 
fertilizers, 


superphosphate, and potash. In effect, 
he explained, this freezinf order for- 
bids the retail sale of these fertilizers 
at a price higher than the price 
charged by the retailer for a 5-day 
period from February ' 16-20, inclu- 
sive, and affects all sales of these 
fertilizers amounting to 250 pounds 
or over. 


Some similar attempt at stabilizing 


the price of nitrogen materials such 
as nitrate of soda, sulfate of ammonia, 
and cyanamid is expected within a 
short time, he said.

Fear of Propaganda Clouds Censorship 


Timing complicates this in a pecul- 


iar way. If good or bad news is held 
up for a time, then released at some 
psychological moment so that the good 
news makes you feel better or the bad 
news is buried by other good news, 
then the customers start complaining. 
For examples: 


A good many people thought, and 


some still think, that the news of 
Pearl Harbor was deliberately doctor- 
ed to deceive the American people. 
The President had to spike that one. 


Again, the rumor got round in some 


cities that the Navy had held up de- 
tails of the first big raid on Gilbert 
and Marshall Islands from Feb. 1, 
when the raid took place, and releas- 
ed Feb. 12 to offset the bad news from 
Singapore. The answer to this one 
was that the details were not given 
until after the raiders got back to 
Pearl Harbor because to have radioed 
the news sooner would have given 
away the location of the raiding ships 
and their route home. 


Communiques Ok~y 
Navy policy on announcing sub- 


marine attacks and sinkings has also 
been questioned. When a submarine 
sinks a U. S. vessel, under the pre- 
sent ruling, that's news, but when a 
U. S. vessel sinks, a submarine, that's 
a naval secret. The theory here is 
that if axis powers don't know the 
fate of their unheard-from submarines 
it makes the operations of sub fleet 
commanders that much more difficult 
and it breaks up the morale of the 
enemy submarine crews. This ex- 
perience stems from the last war when 
German crews finally refused to go 
to sea. The news policy on sinkings 
is now under review, however, and 
may be changed in some way, such 
as permitting the announcement of 
submarine sinkings a week after they 
occur. 


Army and Navy communiques, the 


day to day news reports of the actual 
war uevelopments are, as a matter of 
fact, free from any propaganda con- 
trol. The communiques are written by 
a colonel for the Army and a com- 
mander for the Navy. They clear their 
information with each other, inform- 
ation which comes in once or twice 
a day from commanders in the sev- 
eral theaters of operations. Two or 
three hours after the reports are in, 
they have been decoded, rewritten 
passed by the general and admiral in 
charge of press, and issued. 


There are times when, if the com- 


munique contains hot news from one 
sector, secondary news from another 
eonunajiu may be held up for u day 


or two when there is a lull. 


Something to Watch 
The one government agency which 


has potentialities for propagandizing 
news for domestic consumption is the 
Office of Facts and Figures, and it 
must work largely by remote control 
in shaping the policies of other agenc- 
ies handing out war information. OFFs 
announced policy is to give the Amer- 
ican people a true picture of the war 
effort. If it sticks to that policy, well 
and good. War and Navy Depart- 
ment and the Office of Censorship 
are tied in with OFF's Inter-depavt- 
mental Committee on War Informa- 
tion, but the OFF control over the 
services policy on news is negligible, 
and the Office of Censorship is steer- 
ing miles away from anything that 
resembles propaganda. Office of Cen- 
sorship may have to oruer some news 
withheld, but it won't color what 
news is given out. 


Far more to be feared than any po- 


tential propagandizing of the war news 
is another development of recent date. 
This is the so-called war secrets bill 
prepared by the Department of Jus- 
tice and now before the Judiciary 
Committees of the House and Senate. 
The purpose of this bill is to prevent 
the leaks of war secrets, of which 
there have been a number. The bill 
would provide a 55000 fine" or two- 
year imprisonment for anyone furnish- 
ing or publishing "Any file, instru- 
ment 
letter 
memorandium, 
book, 


pamphlet, picture plan, recoru or 
other writing in the custody of the 
United 'States," which any govern- 
ment official had declared secret. 


Under the bill, any government of-
